Settlement Made 
For Fire Damage 


A damage suit against the City 
of. Upland for $19,907 resulting 
from fire damage caused by 
blowing embers from the city 
dump at Nineteenth street dur- 
ing the near hurricane of Dec. 
27, 1953, was settled out of court 
by the city’s insurance carriers 
for $9,750, Henry Busch, city at- 
torney, .announced. 

The damage, mostly to citrus 
trees, was centered in an area 
3outh of Nineteenth street and 
east of Euclid avenue. 

Harold Stewart, 830 West Sixth 
street, with a citrus grove in the 
fired area filed the largest claim 
for $6,190. He listed damage to 
citrus and eucalyptus trees. 

Next largest claim was_ by 
Ralph and Ethel Wilson, 301 Fast 
Fifteenth street, for $5,520 for 
{citrus tree damage. ~- 

Other claims filed were by 
Clyde M.*Baldwin, 1000 Hillcrest 
drive, for $750: Nelson A. Gray, 
1644 North Euclid avenue, for 
$1,705; Webster and Hilda M. 
McCarty, of Nineteenth street 
and Euclid avenue, for $2,207,

Death Toll Higher 
In Fewer Traffic 
Mishaps During 54 


The Upland accident toll in 
1954 claimed five lives compared 
to three.in 1953, but the number 
of accidents, persons injured and 
loss by property damage was 
lower, during the past year, po- 
lice department traffic records 
disclosed. 

During 1954, 46 persons were 
injured in a total of 216 agcidents. 
Property damage resulted in 170 
of the accidents. 

In 1953 a total of 238 accidents 
was recorded involvmg 61 injur- 
ies and 177 cases of property 
damage. 

During 1954, 29 persons were 
injured in two-vehicle collisions, 
10 when cars struck fixed ob- 
jects, three were involved in 
auto-bike mishaps and four pedes- 
trians were traffic victims. 

One pedestrian was ' killed, 
three persons sustained fatal in- 
juries in two-vehicle collisions 
and one died after-his car struck 
a fixed object during the. past 
year. :

Should Be Used 


Members of the local poultry 
industry were told this week that 
it always pays to produce the 
best. 

And if egg producers want to 
know if they are producing a 
quality product, Joe Hertel, coun- 
ty farm advisor passes on a scor- 
ing system to let them know how 
they stand. , 

Accorling to this system “A” 
quality eggs would grade at 100 
per cent. Those of double “AA” 
quality would grade 110 per cent. 
But “B” quality eggs would grade 
only 80 per cent, and “C” quality, 
60 per cent. 

BUYER AWARE 

Checks and stained eggs would 
grade 80 per cent but heavy 
bloods or losses would have no 
value. 

Buyers are 
apply this system 
with producers. 

Here’s how it works. Assuming 
a producer has 23 per cent “AA”,

Multiplying the 65 by 1lu 
per cent, tue 3u by 100 per cent 
and tne others by 80 per cent, 
you get a total ot 105 points, 

It is quite obvious an egg buyer 
cannot pay the same price per 
uozen for both producers eggs. 
It is also true that prouucer 
number two will not continue to 
prouuce a higher quality product 
unless he is paid more than pro- 
aucer number one. 

In Los Angeles, the buyers pay 
three-tenths of a cent more for 
every auditional point scored. 
On that basis the eggs of the 
niguer proaucer are worth about 
three cents more per dozen at 
ue rancn than those of the lower 
proaucer, ‘Yhis is based on a 
price of 40 cent eggs. When eggs 
are 50 cents, the difference would 
pe three and a half cents per 
dozen.

The four pre-requisites ‘of a 
contract are: 

(1) Parties who can make a 
contract. 

(2) Consent of the parties. 

(3) A lawful objective. 


(4) A sufficient ‘‘considera- 
tion.”’ 


Parties Who Can Make 
A Contract 
In the main, with certain ex- 
ceptions, any person can make 
a contract. For minors, persons 
of unsound mind, criminals or 
the like, the law makes special 
provisions. 
Consent of The Parties 
You have ‘‘consent’’ when’ one 
party makes, a concrete offer, 
and the other accepts it uncon- 
ditionally. : 
Confusion may arise when the 
parties do business by letter. 
Suppose you write me, offering 
your car on given terms. I ac- 
cept by letter, addressing-the. en- 
velope properly, and mailing it. 





Suppose you want to take back 
your offer? If you mail your rev- 
ocation before I accept, there 
is no consent and no contract. 
But if I’ mail my acceptance 
first, we have mutual consent 
and a contract. 

You cannot, of course, take 
back your offer where I pay you 
for an option for a certain time. 

We cannot make valid con- 
tracts which have an illegal pure 
pose, If what is paid as consider- 
ation is illegal the contract is 
void. Examples: Contracts can- 
not specify a higher than legal 
rate of interest, cannot be made 
in restraint of trade, involve un- 
fair trade practices, deal with 
betting, or aim to defraud.

TIZENS CAN HELP ANSWER; 
HAT IS GOING TO HAPPEN HERE?” 


“What is going to happen to our fine community?” 

That question is uttered very seriously by many, many 
amy people. Something is going to happen, almost every- 
ae is certain. And sc there is real concern expressed. 

More than ever people turn to their local paper, their city 
ficials and others to express views as to what should hap- 
n. No one knows the answer about Upland of the future. 
Frankly, the area north of the San Bernardino freeway 
the. one big, “untouched” preferred district yet to be 
hanged” by huge commercial subdivisions and industrial 
ants. Within a year, or two or three, the hot wave of de- 
elopment in Orange county and elsewhere, will have sub- 
ided. ' Then, full attention will be centered on Upland, Alta 
oma, ‘Cucamonga and Etiwanda. 

Many local observers are aware of this situation. See- 
ng other areas changed from productive countrysides into 
many blocks of dense houses, people can forecast what may 
be ahead for this choice district. 

Some local people are eagerly awaiting the opportunity 
© sell: their property, to “cash in” on the building wave. 
Dther§ are mourning the day when the wave really starts. 

The answer to “What is going to happen in this commun- 
ty”’ will be given in the city hall. Individuals, however, can 
have @ strong voice in helping to answer by attendance at 
pvery-meeting of the Upland city council and of the Upland 
ity planning commission. 

The dozen or so men and women on these bodies eager- 
ly solicit comments and counsel from all citizens. 

The city’s present restrictive zoning ordinance will be 
either*maintained or modified largely in accordance with the 
wishes of the majority of the citizens who are really interested 
in the’ question.

YOUTHFUL CRIME? WHERE TO START 
IN SOLVING PROBLEM? 


Frem New Jersey comes a touching story of a policeman 
who turned in his-own young son for robbery—the only one 
of his six children who “went wrong”. Why did the others 
turn out well and this one go bad? 

In New York four teenagers were arrested, charged with 
torturing and killing homeless men they found in the parks. 
These boys were above-average students. All had records 
of good behavior at home, at school and in the community. 
None came from a broken or poverty-stricken family. 

These are not isolated cases, if one reads the daily paprs 
in detail. 

As with crime in all forms, there is the lever of control. 
And it is probably the first iever to pull. Better law enforce- 
ment, better courts, better reformatories and the like have 
shown encouraging results. ; 

Firm control is a must. And the only thing wrong is that 
it often stops right there. What turns presumably normal boys 
and girls into delinquents remains largely untouched. And 
here.we enter tangled terrain indeed. 

Americans are in the middle of a turbulent stream. They 
have left on one shore the family of arbitrary parental author- 
ity at:d heve not reached a mere raiionai iorm (we hope) on 
the other. They have left a simple, rigid code of what is right 
and wrong, churches as authoritarian as the family and have 
not as yet built firm philosophies of life to take their place. 

The world has not thus far adjusted itself to the uuto- 
mobile, the radio and other devices which render transporta- 
tion and ideas no longer inhibited. How shall it expect its 
youth to stay free of its own confusion? And the whole. world 
is suffering from a wave of cynicism—the idea that all that 
counts is results; methods do not matter. 

Therefore, whatever is done to calm thinking, to strength- 
en the churches, to build up neighborliness, to steady home 
and family, to hold and to uphold worthy goals for living— 
all this will help ourselves and our young people through this 
perilous crossing. 

In:so doing, we may find many a cause to support, many 
a very solid handle to grasp. But in the realm of thought 
alone... of world morals... everyone has a battle. to win.

The sam> report reveals that of the 300 deputies 
elected in the 1948 election, 130 have since found themselves 
very seriously dead, missing or unemployed. 

The Czech ballot is a wonderful thing. Get on it and every- 
body: votes for you.

I fall to thinking at times of 
all the wonderful experiences I 
have enjoyed during my _ short 
life and wonder what the coming 
generations will find to give them 
thrills. Last year a certain club 
asked me to speak to them on 
“Growing With the Changing 
Years.”’ I did. I thought it was 
good.

I well remember the first 
electric light I saw.

GUEST EDITORIAL

The liquor industry is essen- 
tially lawless. The present grow- 
ing scandals in California are 
but incidents in a long history 
of corruption. Today California 
has the worst liquor mess in its 
history. The cost of crime, over- 
crowded prisons, broken homes, 
rehabilitation programs and_ in- 
stitutions at taxpayers’ expense 
to take care of the end product 
of the industry--excessive drink- 
ers and alcoholics--reveal that it 
is also a parisitic industry. 

Recently many local taxpayers 
nave had the unpleasant exper- 
ience of noting sharp increases 
in the taxes on their homes and 
furnishings. While there are sey- 
eral reasons for this increase in 
local taxes, one of the most im- 
portant is the liquor traffic. The 
State government licenses all 
forms of the business, collects 
fees and licenses and doles back 
a pittance to a city like Upland. 

Our police department under 
Chief Palmer is to be congratu- 
lated for maintaining order with 


so few arrests; averaging less 
than one per day. Here are the 
1954 figures for the first 10 
months: 


Total number of arrests (Jan- 
uary 1 to October 31, 1954) 266. 
_ Arrests during same period for 
intoxication, 85. 

Arrests during same period for 
driving while intoxicated, 36. 

Arrests during same period for 


unlawful possession of liquor 
(mostly minors), 12. 

_ In other words, exactly one- 
half the total arrests, or 133, 


were directly connected with li- 
quor drinking. The above figures 
do not include such arrests as 
for assault, disturbing the peace, 
failure to provide, and others in 
which liquor drinking may have 
had a part. ;
